Red Cross of Argentina. 


The Argentine Red Cross Society was organized as a 
result of International Conferences at Geneve in Ooctcber,1863 
and August 1864. Its headquerters are in Buenos Aires, and it 
extends its activities in all parte of the Rerublic. tt has 
adhered to the principles as laid down by the Geneva ConYention 
July 1906,also the Leegue of Red Cross Sooieties in Paris 
1909. 

The objects of the scooiety are: 

1. To lend its assistance to the armea forces of the 
nation in the oare of the sick and wounded in time of war, 
establishing hospitals and infirmaries in the war zone, suocoring 
sick and wcunded on the battlefield, and acting es an auxiliary 
to the Sanitary Corps of the Army and Navy under which it will 
place itself according to the regulations laid dow by the 
Executive Power. 

8. To prapare in time of peace the necessary personnel 
and material in onse of war. 

3, To ocntribute its services to public health for the 
prevention of diseases and alleviate the sufferings of the 
people. 

4. To assist in the hospitalization of victims of 
acciaents, professicnal diseases and contagious diseases. 

. To assist as an auxiliary in cases of national 
Galamities in the nation or outside if its help is solicited. 

6. To assist in the education of the youth along lines 
of general health.

The barvacks: of the different units of tne First Bivision 
except the lst Engineers ava leosted in the city of Buenos 
Aires, and are distributed in the different sections of the 
city. For the Cavalry and Artillery units tue barracks are 
fairly modern, and adequate, but for tne Infantry the barracks 
are old and overcrowded. The maximum Capacity of all the 
barr .cks is about 4000 men. 

The training fecilities of the units of the lst Division 
ara very restricted on account of lack of open svtace, where 
most of the training is drill ground instrustion with little 
facilities for field training. Artillery targ3t pr.uctice is 
done at Campo da Mayo and small aris practise at the Tiro 
Faderal Arcventino. 

The heusing of tne let Cavalry and lst Artillery is good, 
and the ouildings are fairly modern. Tne Infantry bar: acks 
are old, crowded, unsanitary and are poor. These buildin;:s are 
of plain or plastered brick oconstructicn. 

Fach regimental unit has a small dispensary and a few 
beds, and can take care cf on the avaruges a dozen minor cases. 
Theze is a military hospital in Buenos Aires which is well 
equipped, modern and handles tie more serious cases in the 
first and second divisions. 

Storage faoilitiss of the Cavalry and Artillery are 
adequate for peace time organizations, but of the Infantry 
regimants the storage space is crowded. 

The maximua capacity of the barracks in Buenos Aires is 
the present nunber of troops stationed in them. In case of 
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a mobilizition, new cuildiniss woula nave to ta obtained.

The general type of most cf these barracks is of one storey 
bungalow type. All barracks are couple*ely filied, and are 
somewhat orowded. The present capacity of the post is about 
3500 men, but in time of mobilization by putting a large number 
of men under canves this could be greatly increased. 

The training fyoilities at Campo de Uavo are excellent. 
The:s2 is sufficient space for artille-y, andi amall arms target 
practise and much open ground for drills and small maneuvers. 
The chief objection to this station for trainirg is the lack 
of drainaze during the rainy sesson when the ground is soft and 
muddy . 

The barracks are usually one company buildings of one storey 
in regimental grours of brick construction with galvanizad iron 
roofs and are adequate for peices strength organizations, but 
are not sufficiently lariwe for war strength organizations. 

Each regimental orga:ization has its own infirmary and sick 
ward and can accomodate from about a dozen to twenty minor 
Cases. More serious oases are sent to the Military Hospital in 
Buenos Alre3. 

Toe post has ample storazs facilities for peace strengtn 
organizations both in the regimental barracks and wars houses. 

The etables are sufficient for the precent command. 
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The only organizaticn staticned in hosaric is tne Lith 
lnfancwry.

The aormitorios are crowijed, dark and 
poorly ventilated. Toil<t anu bathreem facilities are bad. 
All the acecnicdaticns for troops are very crude. 

Toe 2nd Battalion is quartered under very orude conditions 
each warehou3e2 hic!: is occupied by trocps is altered so as to 
offer some facilities, but considering the fuct that the troops 
have occupied these buildings for several years they have done 
next to nothing in making them livable. 

The training fucilities are poor. Troops have to march for 
drills about one nalf mile to the water front, which is within 
the Limits of the port and quite congested. There is a sinall 
target range near the city. 

Hospital facilities are likewise poor. There is a small 
infirmary and sick room of a fe. beds in the lst Battalion 
barracks which is dark and dingy. 

There is very little room for storaze, and it is difficult 
to store the supplies for tua pre-ant organization for lack of 
apace. Due to the overcrowding and poor accomodation this 
regiment is liviny under very unhealthy conditions. 

There 48 now under construction a new barracks for an In- 
fantry regiment located about 7 Kilometers from the center of 
the oity which is at present about 35% completed and it wi'l 
probably be at least two years before it will ve ready for 
troops. These barr:coks will be to storey cement covered 
brick construction ---two buildings for the regiment. A drill 
ground will be located in the center o: the barrack grounds.

Subject: Distribution of Troops 


(a) Territorial Command. 


The General Staff of the Argentine Army has 
just decided to immediately transfer a Regiment of 
Cavalry to the town of Neuquen in the Territoryof 
Neuquen, which is located in the vicinity of the 
Argentine end of the Lower or Military Pass between 
Chile and Argentina. We are informed by reliable author- 
ity that this is merely the beginning of the formation 
of a Division in this vicinity, and the Garrison is 
being made up of detachments taken from each of the 
other Divisions. The Division Headquarters will pro~ 
bably be in Zapala, which is considered the most 
suitable locality. We are also informed that while, 
for the present, this new Division will be skeletonized 
end the other Divisions will be drawn on to support 
it that during the coming year the Army expects to 
go before Congress and request the necessary authori ty 
and funds to increase the Army by one more Division. 


The General Staff states that a study of con~ 
ditions for sometime past has made it advisable to 
establish a military garrison in the southwest part 
of the Country near the Andes. While it is perfectly 
reasonable that they should have a military garrison 
somewhere in this vicinity the sudden decision on 
their part has been prompted by the advice that Chile 
is buying heavily in arms. This I have had confirmed 
from several reliable sources, and while rather diffi- 
cult to get the exact amounts was advised that they 
consist mostly of Mountain Artillery, Machine Guns, 
and Aviation material. I am also advised that these 
purchases, with the exception of the Aviation mater~ 
ial, are being made in Sweden ty... the s'uccessors of ° 
the Krupp Company. It is also an open secret that 
Chile is developing her base in the Lower Pass, and 
she will not permit anyone to fly over it. 


We are also reliably informed that the in- 
formation of Chile's heavy purchases was learned by 
General Toranzo while attending the manoeuvres in 
Gemany.

ith reference to our Report 0.4103, on 
February 10th a decree announced the reorganization of 
the Pirst Reriment of Savelry with station in the Andian 
region of the Southern Territories. 


Up to the present time the Pirst Regiment 
of Gavalry has always been stationed in the Federal Capital 
as Presidential Guard, and has been called "The Granaderos 
a Caballo de san iMartin". Under this new decree the nu- 
merical designation has been taken from the "Granaderos 
a Caballo de San Martin", and they will hereafter be known 
only as the Presidential Guard “Granaderos a Caballo de 
Sean Martin", without numerical designation. 


The new unit of Cavalry is being formed by 
the 4th Squadron of the 2,4,6 and 9th Regiments of Cavalry, 
and a Squadron of Machine Guns, which is to be composed 
of the personnel and cattle corresponding to one section 
of each of the machine gun squadrons of the 2nd and 8th 
Regiments of Cavalry. 


After the decree was sanctioned the Commanders 
of each of the above mentioned units were requested to 
forward to the Ministry of War a list of officers, non- 
commissioned officers and soldiers in their respective 
squadrons, making special mention of those whose homes 
were located in the region where the unit is to be station- 
ed, of those who desire to be transferred, and of those 
who are unmarried. 


It is the duty of the Inspector General of the 
Army to make all necessary arrangements for the transporta- 
tion of these troops and that of the Director General of 
Supply Sections to make all other arrangements necessary 
to complete the organization of this new unit. 


‘The troops are to be transported in the ships 
of the"Direccion General de Yacimientos Petroliferos Fis- 
cales", which are Government property.

—, 
No.4121, on the formation of new garrisons, which are 
to be stationed in the southern part of the Country, 
the following is a translation of an editorial pub- 
lished in the daily newspaper "La Nacion", on the 
subject, under date of February 27th: 


"In conformity with the desires of the Executive Power 
permenently to safeguard Argentine interests in our far yet 
rich southern territories, the first battalions of troops 
have already left for that part of the country, while others 
are being prepared for the same purpose. These territories 
have hitherto contributed but little to the country's pros-~ 
perity, simply because they have been and still are, left 
in a state of almost utter abandonment. 


We hasten to assert that no rightminded person could 
or would disagree with this policy of sending troops to be 
stationed in our southern territories for it is a patriotic 
move destined to have a remarkable influence upon their 
development in the years to come. But in order that the per- 
manent yada dacag of troops shall be a successful venture, 
it is essential that certain requisities be fulfilled so as 
to ensure the men's well-being while living there. It is this 
aspect of the Executive's measure which we will here attempt 
to analyse. 


The whole problem of protecting the lives of the in- 
habitants in Patagonia, which is the first step towards pro- 
gress in that region, has been thrashed out time and again 
by our men in power. In years gone by, and not so very long 
ago, line regiments contributed towards partially solving 
the difficulty, and thanks to the presence of these troops, 
numerous townships sprang up and are still flourishing in 
those far-away regions. Recently, however, that is to say 
in 1926, the former President, through the Ministry of In- 
terior, sent a measure to Congress asking for the creation 
and organisation of a "national gendarmerie", and this 
measure was favourably reported upon by the War and Marine 
committee of the Chamber of Deputies. 


We shall here make en extract of the essential 
findings of this committee, which, while clearly and defin- 
itely stating thet it is the mission of the. military author- 
ities, in times of peace, to protect these portions of the 
Republic, also point out the uselessness of doing so in 
the manner.proposed by the present Government. This dispatch, 
by the way, carried the signature, smongst others, of the 
presant Minister of Marine, Rear-Admiral Zurueta. 


According to the extract:" The continual development 
of the national territories, the character of the inhabitants 


and the distance they reside from the principal centres of 
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the Republic call for the existence of a national force 
which, while safeguarding the gradual progress of those 
regions, shall at the same time afford protection to the 
lives and property of those inhabitants, and also enforce 
the laws and regulations to which all persons living with- 
in the Republic must submit. 

"The suppression of the volunteer service, the es- 
tablishment of conscription, and the modern idea ofa 
nation in arms, have brought about a state of affairs 
wherein the present activities of our armed forces are 
dedicated to peaceful pursuits, principally to teaching 
and preparing citizens who have recently joined. They, 
our military authorities, are not in a position to segregate 
some of these conscripts for the purpose of turning them 
jnto a permanent territorial police force. That was why 
some of the cavalry troops had to be withdrawn from the 
North recently and sent to other forts, for there were 
not enough troops to go round. 

"Purthermore, conscription, with its limited 
period of service, which at times leaves the regiments 
almost bare, is a system which does not make for the crea- 
tion of such a permanent force. And to take men from 
the regular Army for the fulfilment of these services 
in distant regions would be to employ them in functions 
other than those which the law prescribed........" 


Such an opinion and from such a source, obviates the 
needa for further comment on the problem. Let us now examine 
what the probable results will be from the measure just 
carried out, which may well be accused of precipitancy. 


The troops will arrive in those faroff regions with- 
out proper housing accommodation having been prepared be- 
forehand. They will have to improvise some sort of dwelling, 
and their only recourse will be wood and zinc constructions 
to withstand the rigours of the oncoming winter, when the 
thermometer frequently drops to 31 degrees below zero. 

Most of these men are, of course, not Patagonians, and 80 
cannot become acclimatised to such sevezeweather; their 
health is therefore sure to suffer. This contingent was 
forseen in 1928, when the Engineers Office asked for an 
appropriation of $5,700,000 payer to be made in the Budget 
go as to initiate the immediate construction of three 
parracks in the Souther territories, (which, however, was 
not carried out). 


It will thus be seen that although the Government's 
jdea of sending troops to the South is a good one, due 
provision for their housing has not yet been made, and so 
the whole scheme may fail as others have in the past. All 
that is necessary, however, is for the Executive Power to 
urge Congress to hasten approval of ths measure already 
outlined - that of the creation of a netional mounted 
police force. We are sure that this approval can be easily

for the immediate construction of adequate barracks 
in the regions where the men and their families are to 
be posted. In the meantime, the drafting of

Tne most important maneusers were the cavalry ones 
held in the region between Curuzu-Cuatfa, Corrientes ana 
Concordia, Entre Rios. The troops that took part in these 
exeroisss ware Cavalry organizations and mounted Infantry 
regiments, also aviation, Communication and ensineer troops. 
The Inspector General of tne Army presided over these maneuvers. 
The special importance of she cavalxy maneuvers was due to 
the locality in whiocn they were held. This locality is 
considered by the Arpentine General Staff as the vulnerable 
point and the most likely line of invasicn in case of war 
between Argentina and Brazil. 

The cavalry maneuvers were divided in three periods, 
the reconnaissance exercises, maneuvers of organizations of a 
regiment or less and the brigade maneuvers. There were ahout 
5000 troops attending the cavalry maneuvers. 

During the maneuvers General Justo, the Minister of 
War was active in visiting the different maneuver grounds, but 
most of his tine was spent at the Cavalry maneuverse 

The cavalry maneuvers were more or less secret, and 
although there were write-ups of them in the newspapers, they 
were written from the viewpoi:.t of a layman, and do not con- 
tain a great deal of information of value, and therefore they 
will not be reported on here. 

The maneuvers of the 3rd, 4th and Sth Divisions of the 
Army were small local maneuvers held in the vicinity of their 
ovn stations. Much at:ention was paid to battle practioe with 
ammunition. I was able to attend saa artillery battle 
practise of the 4th Artillery about 75 kilometers from Cordoba 
about October 138th in which a battery of 75 mm. did sore day 
and sone night firing. Tne day firing consisted in firing at 
a line of silhouettes at about 3500 meters' ranse from behind 
the reverse slope of a hill. These silnouettes represented 
an enemy column on the march. The night firing consisted in 
firing at 3 lights about 50 yards apart and perpendicular to 
the Line of fire at a range of about 3500 meters. The guns 
were on a reverse slime and were placed in daytine. The men 
seemed well trained in carrying out their duties and the 
officers seemed to be quite efficient in artillery work. 
Battery communications were Well handled. There were about © 
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rounds fired during the day practise and 30 at night. 
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Shrapnel fire was employed.

First Exercise (Nov. 8th) 


The exercise on November 9th consisted in a night march of 
about 10 kilometers of a Blue Division in order to place the division 
on the right flank of an imaginary Red Army from which place they 
were able to launch a flank attack at dawn. 

The main Red and Blue forces Cmaginary) were fighting on 
an east and west line about 5 kiloneters, ‘coin Camro de Mayo. 

The military attaches left the post in an auto truck and 
arrived at the blue position about 7:00 p.m. on the way to the 
Blue position they passed throuch the Red position on the northern 
part of Cam-o de Mayo. This Red force had been supposedly detach- 
ead from the main Red Army for the purpose of protecting the right 
flank of the Army. The Red force vas outlined only, and consisted 
of a few men who were to hold up Red flags ana a thin skirmish 
line in between with a fev pieces of artillery in rear to outline 
battery position. 

The Blue foroes were assembled on two parallel roads about 
14 kilcmeters apart and about 15 kilometers north of Camro de

Timely messages were 
sent to the Blue coumander so that before the night march he knew 
the exact Red position. 

4. Although there were no aeroplanes in thes: maneuvers the 
trocts took as much shelter fron aeroplane observation as possibile, 
by establishing picket lines along the side of the roads under 
trees and they themselves staying under cover as much as poscible. 

In this part of Arzentina,however,there is little opportunity 
for concealment ayrainst aerorlanes on account of the scaroity of 
trees. 

5. The provisional orparization differed from that of 19385. 
Each battalion this year consisted of three rifle oompanies and a 
machine gun.ocompany closely rasemolinjg our own organization. There 
wes. no such thing. as a howitzer company present. The artillery 
reginents remained practically the same. 

6 For field service in warm weather the old oampaipn hat, 
whidn is very similar to the Amerioan one,has given way to a 
khaki helmet much gimilar to the one used by Amerioun troops in 
tne Poilippines about 10 years azo.

GENERAL BItaRrKc. 


The maneuvers tois year were difficult to follow on account 
of military attaches not bein, furnished with maps. Maps of this 
region ara confidential anu Argentine officers would not let taan 
get out of their porsession. An oocasional gliupss at & map Was as 
much as could be hud. Maneuver orders were also not availavle. 

‘The waneuvsrs at Cuipo aa wayo this year uid not offer any 
partioulur practise Tor the Staff Departments sucn as Q.M., Medical 
eto. such as at last yeurs' maneuvers at Cordoba. Troops ware 
camped in the same places during tue entire maneuvers and it was 
simply a oase of marching to and from their various camps without 
heavy pack. Transportation and trains figured little in the 
problems. 

The characte: of the maneuver greunds at Camzo de Meyo is 
the size of the sost is about 6800 acres, slightly rollins, few 
trees excep for an occasional small wrove and many cirt roads 
covering the -rounds. It is very typical of Arzantine terrain. 

Practically all the buildines are located inarroup which leaves 
he rest of toe vost frea for fisld exercises. 

Regimants of Infantry vere provisionally reorganized for 
the maneuvers. I was impressed by the similarity of this yprovision- 
al reorganizaticn with our .otuel organization. Batta:ions consist- 
ed of headquartsrs, S$ rifle companies and a machine jzun company, 
and in many cas?s & Oowmnmination platoon.

Infantry Formations. 


Cowprniss were aiviuea into 3 platoons which contained 
4 to 6 squads. Eacu squed is usually under coumand of a corcoval 
and each platoon undcr a lieutenant or uvenior seryeunt. 

On an initial aeploywent when the unit ig under distant fire 
und advancin;s companies wers aaployed in stug-ured squad cclunns 
preocaded by scouts siniliur to the Awericen formations. Two pla+ 
toons in front and one in surport. I saw no platoon columns usad. 

Coupenies were later deployed into skirmish linea with five 
yards as the extreme interval between skirmishes. Durini these 
man2uvers in orier to occupy the large front plutoons were deployed 
in one wav2 only. The surrort platoon vas in skirmish formation . 
or squad colunns depending on the frround. 

Advances under heavy infantry fire over open jrround was made 
by squad rushes. I saw practically no difference in tne way it 
is done from the Auericeun Ariny. Haviug received tos order from 
the ylatoon le.wer, each corporal ordsredcease firing led his 
squad successively to tne nevi line estabiisned and resumed the 
fire. Under favorable oonuitions corporals led their squads for- 
ward salon: sheltered routes such as gzull ravines. Eacn squad wag 
led forward after the precsading; squad had takon up the fire. 

Infantry battalions usually deployed two rifle oonpanies on 
the front line one in reserve and the machine gun oompany in rear 
suprorting the advance ov the battalion. deployed 

Regiments were in very simil:sr way/t''o battalions on the 
line one in ressrve and usually two pigces of the accoinpanying: 
vattary assigned to a battalion cn the line. It is contemplated 
some tine in the future to have an accompanying battery for each 
infantry regiment go thet durin: thes: maneuv-rs seach regiment 
usuglly dead a battery provisionally attached to it. Liaison w.s 
usually maintained betwaen battalion co.umander ana the coumsander 
of the acconpanyins; piec2zs through messenyersa. 


Actijllery formations. 


Artillery regiments usually rewained the same as their Panes 
organiz:tion.

Tnhe:e was only cne regiment of Cavalry at the maneuvers 
and this was usually split up between the tivo sid3s.

The nors23 and equirments in the cavalry looked in excellint 
condition. The reconnaissance work which I was able to observe 
was excellently done. Small patrols would gain contact with the 
enemy and message woula be yent back to the Division commander. 
Where contuot was gained betveen the Red anc the Blue foros, tne 
cavalvy withdrew to one cf t:- flanks for its protection. 


I had no optortwmity to sea the Command Posts and Message 
centers in operaticn. Just how they function I wes unable to 
fina out. Division and resimental commanda weve providad with 
Cominunicution troops who wrovioscd sommuniscaticns beti.3en then- 
selves and their reviments. The comand posts wer? usually 
hidden in «oods.

On two occasions I hud an oyrortunaity to witness the gun in 
action at the mansuvars on a d-fensive: position. The entire ener 
gies of the squad were devoted to assisting the autonstic man by 
providing niu with ammunition, assistins; in case of jans, providing 
cover eto. No othar rifles were being used while the automatic was 
in action. Semi-automatic fire was not used. Only 300 rounds were 
provided for tie automatic rifle for exoh exercise during the 
Maneuvers but it is insenaed in aotion that members of these squads 
carry extra ammunition, ; 

Up to tie oragent no particuler man seems to be assigned to 
the automatic rifle. 

There s3eris te be considerable oppositicn on the use of 
these weapons on the part of many of the Argentine officers as they 
Clain that they are harc to oarvy and inaccurate. They seem to be 
in their experimental use only now. However, their objection seems 
to ba cn account of the gun itself rather than scainst the olass of 
fira. They believe that the moral sffeot of the mms is grent and 
form im ortant strong points on a defensive line. Their use will 
probactly be greutly developed. 

I do not believe that the automatic rifls is desizned to 
replace the bolt acticn rifle at least for somes time to cone.

o> Tie Organic Law (No. +,707) establishing the formation of 
the Argentine Army has been changed to create an army more adapted 
to modern military requirements.

Under this law, the Army is now composed of a permanent 
amy, a reserve for war, and a high commend for the whole. The per= 
manent amy is maintained in peace time as a framework and school for 
the field army, and behind it is a war raserve constituted by the whole 
nation, This reserve is the real defense unit of the country; it pro« 
vides not only the fighting forces, but also the necessary labor to 
maintein the existence of the productive forces of the nation, and the 
various auxiliary activities pertaining to the military action. 


The law changing the composition of the Army, and the Law 
of Military Service, is given below. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE ARMY AND REGIONAL DIVISION. 

The Army is composed of: 

1. The Permanent Army, formed by officers and other ranks, 
who voluntarily, or obligatorily, end in accordance with the present 
law, are serving in the army in peace time. Also, officers, petty 
officers and other ranks who are on the retired list. 

2. The General Reserve, formed by: 

(a) The Active Reserve, made up of all those officers 
and other ranka not included in Article 1, who have received military 
instruction in the permanent army, or other special recruiting corps, 
or the navy, and who do not form part of the naval reserve. 

(b) The Emergency Reserve, formed by Argentine-born men 
and women not included in Artiole 1 or paragraph (a) above. 


In order to carry out the recruiting indicated in the previous 
artidle, the territory of the nation will be subdivided into regions, 
and these in sub-regions, that shall be determined by Executive Power, 
and with a view to maintain the great politifial divisions of the Rep- 
ublic and utilize, as far as possible, the civil and administrative or=- 
genization. 


MILITARY SERVICE. 


Every Argentine subject is obliged to undergo military 
service in accordance with the dispositions of this law. 


In time of peace, military service is obligatory for all Ar= 
gentines, and inoludes all activities inherent to the service of con=- 
soription and temporary service which may result from the incorpore- 
tion of reservists called to service. 


The duration of the time of conscription will be as follows: 

1. Two years for all the personnel of the navy; 

2. Two years for 20% of the personnel assigned to the per=- 
manent army. (This 20% will be covered with the conscripts who have 
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drawn the highest numbers). 
3. One year for the remaining 80% of those destined for the 
army 


Any citizen between the age of eighteen and three months 
thereafter, before the drawing of his class, may request from the 
Minister of War authorization to undergo a special course to qualify 
as a reserve officer, if he has the ability and aptitude required by 
the Executive Power. The duration of this course will be from nine to 
twelve months under arms, and in accordence with regulations, 


At the conclusion of this course, the aspirant will be sub-~ 
mitted to an exemination and wil) pass to the general reserve with the 
rank of Sub-Lieutenant, petty officer, or other ranks, according to 
the results obtained during his course. 


The conscripts who have been incorporated in the permanent 
amy, or the navy, who observe very good behavior and can prove to the 
competent military authority that before their incorporation they have 
passed an examination of physical culture and marksmanship stipulated 
in the regulations, may, if they so desire, only serve a quarter of 
their time of conscription service according to the numbsr of their 
drawinge 


Citizens who may be absent from the country in time of peace 
at the t ime when they should be incorporated in the army, or navy, to 
serve their compulsory service, may obtain, upon request and if the 
reason should be judged satisfactory, an extension of the time for in-= 
corporation up to two years from the time of their being called, 


The Executive Power may call wholly or partially one or more 
classes of the general reserve or individual reservists for temporary 
service for military instruction, or when it should be considered nec~ 
essary for purposes of military preparation for defense, or to assure 
order, or for the adoption of total or partial protection of the coun- 
trye 


In time of war, the obligation of military service extends to 
all Argentines, without any maximm age limit, from the age of sixteen 
for males and eighteen for females; they will render war service in the 
manner that the Executive Power may deem most convenient and necessary 
in accordance with their respective aptitudes. For all Argentines war 
service will begin on the day of the publication of the mobilization 
decree, and will end on their demobilization. 


The above-mentioned new law and the President's decree 
carrying it out in detail (see G-2 Report No. 5959, I.G. 6160) hes 
been in effect since Jenuary 1, 1939. Requests for official data on 
these subjects remain unanswered, but sufficient material has been 
collected from other sources to warrant reporting the facts on hend. 


It should be noted that the new law on the composition of the 
Army does away with the National Guard, and the Territorial Guard com- 
ponents; it increases the size of the Permanent Army by 20% conmencing 
Jenuary 1, 1940; and makes, in time of war, the unprecedented provision 
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for the conscription of women of 18 years of age, or over, to "render 
service in the manner that the Executive Power may deem most conven~ 
ient."

On December 7, 1938, a Presidential decree (still in a con- 
fidential category) reorganized the Argentine Army, effective from 
January 1, 1939. : 


It makes fundamental changes in the organic structure of 
the army, said to be made to mect the requirements of modern warfare, 
and to keep step with the progress of the country. 


The plan adopted creates two great groups of military organ- 
jzms, the first meent to satisfy the requirements of 4{natrusction and 
preparation of the Army for war, and the second for the preparation of 
the country towards the same end. 


The first, under the Inspector General of the Army, comprises 
all commands, institutes, units, etc. in existence (and others which 
may be created) while the second, under the Quartermaster General of 
the Interior, conteins the non-combatant groups, sdministrative reg~ 
ions (corps areas), service of supply, mobilization service, etc. 


The seme decree establldlicea uonw dutios tor tha Inspector 
General of the Army, and also for the General Staff. It fixes the 
rank of the Inspector General as the next senior authority under the 
Minister of War. It assigns the Inspector General,in time of war, a5 
the conductor of the field amny, and,in time of peace, as the respon~ 
sible and superior direotor of instruction for all commands, troops 
and services, and the preparation for war. The General Staff, in 
addition to its regular duties, is placed in charge of everything re~ 
lating to the preparation for war, and it is designated as the only 
advisor of the Inspector General in that respect. 


NEW ORGANIZATIONS. (Three operating and six regional commands). 


The decree creates two army commends, which will be commanded 
by two generels with the titles of commanders of the First and Second 
Army respectively. They will rank directly under the Inspector General 
of the Army. 


There has also been created an independent cavalry commend of 
the army which will be under a general with the title of Commander of 
Cavalry of the Army, and he, also, is placed directly under the Ins- 
pector General. 


In order to relieve the divisional commands of the amy from 
territoriel duties, six regional commands (corps areas) were established 
and placed directly under the Quartermaster General of the Interior. 
Fach will comprise territorial jurisdictions of the actual divisions 
of the army, with the exception of the 2nd Region whose territory will 
comprise the whole of the Province of Buenos Aires, and the 6th Reg- 
ion, whose jurisdiotion will extend to the National Territories of the 
Pampa, Rio Negro, Neuquén, Chubut, Santa Cruz, Tierra del Fuego and 
maritime islands. These commands will be held by superior officers with 
the title of Commander of Military Region.

CENTERS OF INSTRUCTION. 


All Service Schools and their personnel have been recast, 
forming Centers of Instruction for Infentry, Cavelry, Engineers and 
Mountain Troops. The comnand of each center will be held by a supsr- 
jor officer, directly under the Inspector General of the Amny, with 
the exception of the Cavalry which will be under the Commander of 
the Cavalry of the Army. 


These Centers will collaborate directly with the Inspector 
Ceneral of the Army in everything pertaining to their different courses, 
for standardization and the preparation of the regulations of the dif- 
ferent arms, and for the experimentation of materials,and other mat~ 
ters related tO same 


These Centers, for the present, will be made up of the fol~ 
lowing units: 
The Infantry Center: 
The Infantry School; 
The 4th Infantry Regiment. 
The Cavalry Center: 
The Cavalry and Riding School. 
The Artillery Center: 
The Artillery School ( less A.A. Group); 
The 6th Regimnt of Artillery. 
The Engineer Center: 
Groups Nos. 1 & 2 of Sappers and Pontooners.

SCHOOL FOR MOTORISTS. 


There is also created a school for motorists, whose function 
will oonsist in recruiting the necessary personnel of military drivers 
and mechanics to take care of the automotive vehicles. This school will 
function directly under the General Commanding Army Material, accord~ 
ing to rules established for the specialized schools. 


CREATION OF OTHER UNITS. 


The following additional units will be created: 

The 7th Brigade of Cavalry composed of the Sth Cavalry Reg~ 
{ment and the Army Gendarmery, the latter will be renamed the 12th 
Cavalry Regiment. 

The 3rd Battalion of the 9th Infantry Regiment, which will 
be stationed in the city of Posadas, capital of the National Territory 
of Misiones. 

An Anti-aircraft Group which will be initially constituted 
by one heavy end one light unit. 


The following units will be reinforced: 

The 10th Mountain Infantry Regiment will be reinforced by a4 
Battery of Mountain Howitzers and a Mechanical Transport Train; 

The 2lst Mountain Infantry Yegiment will be reinforced by a 
Military Band, a Mechanical end Transport Train; 

The 8th Mountain Infantry Regiment will be reinforced by a 
Battery of Mountain Howitzers and a Mechanical Transport Train; 
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The 4th Cavalry “egiment, “Cuirassiers General Lavalle" will 
be reinforced by a Motorized Train; 

The 6th Regiment of Sappers and Pontooners will be reinforced 
by a Military Band. 


Another important post that has been created by the afore= 
mentioned decree is that of Secretary-Aide to the Inspector General of 
the Army which will be filled by a Lieutenant Colonel, graduate of the 
Steff School. His duties, besides those assigned him by the Inspector 
General, will be to collaborate in the study of plans relating to in~ 
struction, final and special exercises, maneuvers, experiments, organ 
ization, eto., which may be submitted by the inscruction centers of 
the different arms. 


UNITS RENAMED. 


The following unite will change their nemes as follows: 

The 10th Motorized Infantry Kepiment will be called the 10th 
Reinforced Mountain Infentry Regiment; 

The 2lst Reinforced Mountain Infantry becomes "The Southern 
Mountain “etachment"” and will form part of the 6th Division of the army;

To the 6th Artillery Regiment the Motorized Artillery Battery 
at present attached to the 10th Infantry Regiment; 

To the First Division of Cavalry, the 1st Communication Squadron 
from the Commnications School; 

The organization of a motorized squadron composed of two sec~ 
tions, in place of the motorized Reconaissance Detachment attached to 
the Sixth Division of the Army. 


The following are the new stations of the different commands: 

Northern Mountain Detachment, the city of Jujuy; 

The Sixth Division of the Army has for ite area the Territory 
of Neuquén and the Territory of the Pampa, with its headquarters at the 
city of Bahia Blanca in the Province of Buenos Aires. These changes 
became effeotive January 1, 19593 

The Gendarmery Regiment, at present stationed at Las Lomitas, 
Yormosa, will be transferred at the end of 1939 or the beginning of 1940, 
when the instalation of the National Gendarmery on the frontier has been 
completed. 


HEADQUARTERS OF THE NEW COMMANDS AND MILITARY REGIONS. 

The War Minister has published orders emouncing the head- 
quarters assigned to the military organizations recently created as folr 
lows: 
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Headquarters of tre First Army, the city of Santa Fé; 
Heddquarters of the Second Army, the city of Mendoza; 
Headquarters of the Cavalry Command of the Army, Campo 

de Mayo; 
Instruction Center of Infantry, Campo de Mayo; 
Instruction Center of Artillery, city of Buenos Aires; 
Instruction Center of Engineers, city of Buenos Aires; 
Mountain Center of Instruction, city of Mendoza; 
Headquarters of the First Military Region, city of Buenos Aires; 
Headquarters of Second Military Region, city of Avellaneda; 
Headquarters of Third Military Région, city of Rosario; 
Headquarters of Fourth Military “egion, city of Rio Cuarto; 
Headquarters of Fifth Military Region, city of Tucumén; 
Headquarters of Sixth Military “egion, city of Bahia Blanca; 
Headquarters of Seventh Cavalry Brigade, city of Salta; 
Anti-Airoraft Group, Campo de Mayo. 


In accordame with the decree creating the Military Regions, the 
Headquarters of the Sixth Military Region, which comprises the Southern 
Territorics and the Territory of La Pampa, will have its headquarters 
outside its real jurisdiction, whereas that of the Second Region has been 
placed at one extreme of the vast Province of Busnos Aires, which com- 
prises its jurisdiction. 


The Executive Power of this undemocratic government of Argen- 
tina has strengthened its political hand through the issue of a decree 
to reorganize the Army. 

Ostensibly, the changes were made to modernize the amy by 
creating three operative, and six regional orgenizations; actually, 
the new set-up seems to have no very great military advantage over the 
old organizations for such an army as this country has ~ an internal 
security force. However, by a slight increase in personnel, a considerable 
increase in the number of conmands for General Officers is created. This 
enebles the party in power to place in the positions of high command 
persons of know loyalty to the party. Fifteen additional General Off- 
{cers have been appointed. This is a 65% increase over the old number. 

One of the real reasons underlying the creation of the 6th 
Division ~- now renemed the 6th Hegion - and which by this decree has 
been considerably strengthened, is the furthering of national spirit in 
the population of the Southern Territories in which 60% of the population 
is Chilean, or of Chilean origin. This high percentage of alien residents 
{4g considered a danger to the national security. 

The attention of the Argentine Government was drawn to the fact 
a few years ago that Chile had her military power in the Southern part of 
her country by the reinforcement of her military police force, called 
Carabineros, which covered all the passes in the Andes leading to Chile. 
This caused the Argentine Government to immediately send to that locality 
(Sen Martin de los Andes) two battalions of cavalry who are there for 12 
months,under canvas, until the 6th Divis was created. (See G2 Report

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Born on Aprii oy 1579, He outeres the 


Military Colleye 435 Gaget 1h 109%, and was 
commissioned sub-lieutenant of Infantry on 
August 13, 1696. Ho was assigned vo tne 
6th. Infantry, and later promoted vo second 
lieutenant in 1899; he was then assigned to 
the 8th. Infantry. When the 2nd. battalion, 
Mountain Infantry, was constituted in 1900 
he was assigned to that duty where he re~ 
mained until his promotion in 1902 to the 
rank of first lieutenant. 


He served with the same battalion during tne revolutionary movement 
of 1905, when he was wounded. For iis behavior in that episode he was 
promoted to the grade of captain on February 4th. of the same yoare 
later hoe joined the Slat. Infantry of the German army, garrisoned at 
Frankfort, where he was a student in the various courses of the School 
of Fire at Epandaue In 1909, as 4 major, he was appointed Military 
Attache to the Argentine Embassy in Brazil, and the following year he 
wae appointed Military Attache in Germany. At the beginning of the 
world War, the Corman General Staff invited him to observe the operations; 
he joined in August, 1914 the General Headquarters of the German army. 
He visited the fronts of Belgium, France, Russia, Austria and Rumania. 


He is author of several books concerning t he operations of the 
German army. On his return to this country he was assigned to the 
General Staff and was promoted to Colonel in 1919. He comuanded the 
mountain detachment "Cuyo” in Mendoza and later was appointed Inspector 
ef Infantry; he was promoted to Brigadier General in 1927- He served as 
Director General of Arsenals and later as Camiander of the Fourth Division 
of the Army. In 1930 he was appointed provisional Governor of Cordoba, 
and in 1933 he was prowoted to Major General and was assigned the duty 
of President of the Armament Purchasing Comission in Europe. 


General Pertine, who was the youngest of the Generals of the 
Argentine army, retired with 48 years and 12 days (double time) service, 
of which he served 41 years, 9 months and 5 days. 


Under the law, he was retired from tho service by Decree of January Sth. 
1936, with the salary of the rank of lieutenant general.

Brigadier General Juan Pistarini, until recently Commander of 
the Second Division of the Army, has been commissioned by the Govern- 
ment to visit Europe to study and report upon the tochnical improve-

The new chief of the General Staff of the Argentine Army 
entered the Colegio Militar June 1, 1901, and graduated as second 
lieutenant of cavalry November 23, 1904. He served in the cavalry 
arm in Argentina until April 10, 1911, when he was designated to 
serve with the German army where he served tw years with the 5th 
Hussars belonging to the XVII army corps then commanded by General 


von Mackensen. 


After returning to Argentina as a captain in 1913 and 
serving a time with the cavalry, he graduated from the General Staff 
School and was a ssigned to General Staff duty. As a major, in 1922, 
he was aide de camp to President Alvear. 


February 16, 1927, he was designated as military and air 
Attaché in Rome where he was on duty until November 24, 1930. When 
he returned he was for a short time on the General Staff and then 
named commander of the 111 Brigade of Cavalry. However, he was back 
with the General Staff soon and made Chief of Division 1V. He was 
made a brigadier general February 23, 1938, and commander of the 3rd 
Division of the Army, and on January 4, 1939, assigned to his present 
post as chief of the general staff. 


General Gras has been decorated by both Chile and Itely, 
going to Italy a second time in 1933 as military attaché to a special 
mission to returm the visit of the Prinee of Piedmont to Argentina. 


He has translated several German war textbooks and adapted 
them for use in the Argentine Army.

General Alvarez designated on January 4, 1939, to be head of 
the auxiliary services of the Argentine Army and responsible for pre= 
pearing the country to carry on with the armed forces in event of war, 
(Ref. G-2 Rep't. No. 5959, I.G. 6160, Feb. 28,1939) was born in the 
Federal Capital March 31, 1681, and graduated from Colegio Militer 
as sub-lieutenant of Infantry Jenuary 10, 1903, He was promoted captain 
January 15, 1915, after serving continuously with troops and graduating 
at the School of Fire. 


Captain Alvarez was sent for instruction in the German army 
with which he served for two years, returning to Argentina October 4, 
1914, He was again with troops until made ean official of Supply Dep- 
artment, then to troops, and January 9, 1917, entering the General 
Steff School as student, where he was promoted to major. He begen 
service with the General Steff November 5, 1922, and, with two years 
out with troops, continued on these details until December 31, 1927, 
when he was promoted colonel. 


He served as military attaché in London from Octoberl6, 1958, 
until April 2, 1932, when he returned to the General Steff. He was 
promoted Brigadier General December 31, 1934, and Major General Dec-

January 13, 1900, he was transferred to the engineers 
and was promoted to lieutenant August 12, 1903. He vas made first lieu- 
tenant April £1,1906, and:.Decomber 10, 1907, he went to the School of 
Military Operations during vhich ossignment he was promoted captain, 
September 18, 1909.
